Its posi 
tiou of absolute freedom to all meu 
has been ita position as a fact from tbe 
time tbe party was organizad; but it 
continued bound under tbe constitu- 
tion to recognize slavery in the sense 
Outlined, until it was abolished by 
constitutional amendment, which it 
accepted in its provision in as ample 
a manner as it bad accepted any part 
Of the fundamental law, and it in now 
before tbe conntry insisting upon !he 
observation of the amendment in ite 
broad intendmeut.
